The visit of 


Senator Lodge, Republican leader, to 
the White House Friday accentuated 
the tangled condition of affairs which 
far from giving the administration a 
summer of vacations and 
lassitude 


such as Republicans were wont to 
have in pre-war days of normalcy has 
brought a maelstrom of worries and 
unsolved problems. 


Senator Lodge talked with the ex- 


ecutive for a half hour. 
The object 


of his errand was to tell Mr. Harding 
that many Republicans would like to 
side-track the ship subsidy bill and 
do sundry things with reference to 
the tariff and the bonus on which Mr. 
Harding's advice was desirable. The 
President knew from the newspaper 
accounts of the Republican conference 
held during his absence in Marion just 
what are the plans o'f the leaders so 
he pleaded excessive work on the rail 
and coal strike situations as a legiti 
mate reason for declining to enter 
into a discussion at this time on leg 
islatlve situation. 


MANY PROBLEMS 


The congestion of problems !a al- 


most unparalleled. 
It looks more 


like war-time here than peace-time. 
The coal "operators and miners are 
mulling over the President's proposal 
for arbitration by commission. 
The 


railroad situation is getting worse. 
Marshals and deputy marshals are un- 
able to prevent disorder and federal 
troops are being held in readiness for 
action. 
Mr. Harding has tried to be 


deliberate and patient. 
There 
are 


those who think he should have in 
slsted upon immediate acceptance or 
rejection of the plan he offered to 
the coal miners and operators and 
threatened action by cotiB»^os as a 
•possible solution if the parties diJn't 


-,«gree. 
The delay in considering the 


plan of the President has resulted in 
the inevitable raising of obstacles and 
barriers in both camps. 


PARTY JEOPARDIZED 


Aside from the critical 
develop- 


ments in the rail and coal strikes, the 
entire legislative program on which 
the Republican party had expected to 
go to the country in the autumn elec- 
tions is in jeopardy. 
Mr. Harding 


•wants elasticity in tariff-making so as 
to make the schedules conform to In 
evitable changes in economic 
condi- 


tions. 
Republicans are 
themselves 


divided on the merits of various sched 
ules either now being debated or as 
yet not formally before the 
senate. 


Mr. Harding may have to be the ar- 
biter of these differences. 
Some of 


the disputes are so serious that many 
Republicans would prefer to sidetrack 
the tariff until after the elections. 
The agitatian for a soldier bonus law 
Is undiminished and the champions of 
the measure want to see action no 
matter what happens to the tariff. On 
top of this is the ardent desire of the 
President to put through the ship sub- 
sidy bjll as a constructive 
achieve- 


ment. 
Mixed up in the problem is 


the wet and dry fight over the sales 
of liquor on government vessels out- 
side the three mile limit.

$12,000 in Park

Milwaukee—Four bandits in an au- 


tomobile forced an Edmonds Bhoe 
company truck 'up over the curb into 
Kilbourn Park Saturday and held up 
Herman Sanders, paymaster, an<i two 
others, escaping with the .shoe com- 
pany's $12,000 payroll. 


Every detail had apparently been 


planned in advance and the holdup 
was staged without a hitch. 


Sanders, accompanied by his as- 


sistant, Leroy Stracke, was taking the 
company's payroll from a local bank 
to the factory. The Edmonds automo- 
bile was driven by George Gapin. On 
the floor between Sanders feet was 
a handbag containing the money. 


Sanders, in telling of the holdup 


said: 


"The driver 
of the bandits car 


crowded the Edmonds machine while 
it proceeded through the park near 
the shoe factory causing it to stop. 
As he did so, his three companions 
leaped out and ran towards us. A tall 
man, 
unshaven, jammed a sawed off 


shot gun in my ribs and cried 'Lift 
up your legs'.' 


"Another of the robbers sprang to 


the running board and ripped the Ig- 
nition wires from the dash. He flour- 
ished a big blue steel revolver. The 
third man seized the handbag contain- 
ing the pay roll as we lifted our legs, 
saying 'Put your hands over your 
eyes". 


"He ran to the bandits car with 


the money, followed by his two pals 
and escaped". .

to be six feet tall, about 160 pounds, 
two days growth of beara, aark brown 
clothing and dark cap.

union position is said to be that a re- 
sumption of production in the anthra- 
cite field would, by augmenting the 
coal supply, lessen public pressure for 
a settlement of the bituminous strike. 


Indication of what further course 


the government might take in the face 
of a union rejection of the proposal 
was confined to a white house declar- 
ation Friday that President Harding 
felt no doubt that he had power to op- 
erate the mines in an emergency. By 
this course the president might run 
the risk of impeachment, it was in- 
dicated, but he wag said not to fear 
such a. possibility if the emergency 
warranted.

Bcissors and razors in the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber bill. He shows that duty of i i 0 
'per cent is placed on razors and makes 
the sound contention that any industry 
•which requires such a high duty and tax 
•t]o enable it to live does mot deserve to 
exist in any country, because it is not 
on the proper economic foundation. The 
cheapest knives will be raised from five 
and ten cents to thirty-five and forty 
cents, and the price of a good quality 
scissors will be increased from thirty to 
'fifty cents per pair, making the price 
anywhere from seventy-five cents to one 
dollar. 


The duties amount to an embargo on 


foreign cutlery. They will bar out Eng- 
lish, French and German wares of this 
kind. This is done in the face of the fact 
that our total imports of table cutlery for 
the year 1921 were only S249.183, 
while for the same period we exported 
nearly $1,200.000 worth. 
The duties 


on this class of cutlery have been made 
three, or four times as high as the present 
rate. It is obvious that such a tariff is 
framed, not to give American industry 
protection against foreign competition, 
but merely to permit American produc- 


1 ers to increase prices. - This, in fact, is 
the purpose of the whole bill, whether 
the article protected is almonds, shingles, 
shoes or clothing. Nowhere in the bill is 
there a pretense of equalizing The differ- 
ences in cost of production abroad and in 
the United States. 


The prime object in the Fordney- Me- 


Cumber measure is to hand out a bonus 
to its beneficiaries. The idea that it will 
give needed or legitimate protection to 
'American industry is absurd. 
It c-an 


Iiave only one effect, and that is to tax 
the \Araerican people heavily for the en- 
richment of special interests. It is based 
frankly on the theory- that a protective 
tariff means rates that will enable Ameri- 
can producers to put up prices. Every 
campaign contributor and every special 
interest that is a political factor is to 
have its quota of the swag. It is exactly 
as Mr. Lenroot has said: "If the inter-

ests of a senator in his state demand ex- 
orbitant duties, that senator can go and 
ask and receive, and then, because of the 
interrelationship of the duties throughout 
this bill, that senator will vote with the 
committee for every increase that may be 
proposed." 


.The cutlery schedule is a sample of 


every other schedule. Protection as em- 
bodied in this bill stands for grab and 
greed. Ignoring the fact that tariff re- 
vision is neither needed nor justified, the 
reactionaries in congress are bound to re- 
ward the special interests and let the 
country make the best of it.

eVal children as compared with those who have 
borne none (unrepaired injuries In childbirth), the 
tendency for cancerous degeneration to occur in 
the seat of an old mole, wart or other trifling 
lesion of years standing; the tendency to cancer- 
ous degeneration In old chronic, gastric or duo- 
dena! ulcers; and finally, the artificial or experi- 
mental production Of cancer in rabbits and mice 
by the Irritation of nrolonged applications of coal 
tar or coal tar derivatives, all combine to indi 
cate the important Influence of prolonged slight 
irritation or frequent slight injury in the produc- 
tion of cancer. 
Cancer is not a new growth or tumor in the or- 


dinary sense of the word. 
It is a degenerative 


change in a tissue or organ which was previously 
normal.

Paris—Writing in L'OEUVRE, Ca- 


mille Le Mercier cays: 


"It is impossible to understand the 


mentality of the German people at the 
present time unless we realize the ec- 
.cnomic situation of Germany. And at 
the first glance this appsars extraor- 
dinarily paradoxical. 


"In Germany, unemployment is de- 


creasing every day, so much that it is 
practically non-existent, but at 
the 


same time the production is almost 
a quarter less than it was before the 
war, 


"In Germany industry is more busy 


than it has ever been, but at the same 
time there is daily more missry. 


"In Germany the value of 
the 


money makes it impossible to import 
ood stuffs, agriculture is making con- 
iderable profits, and yet ther» is an 
ever increasing want of agricultural 
"reduction. 


"The first impression when travel- 


ng in Germany is one of extreme ac- 
ivity. In «very town between Co- 
ogne and Berlin huge factories are be- 
ng built such as ,-are only seen in 
France in the great industrial centers 
of the East and North. T!ie rialway 
raffic is just as precise and intense 
as before the war. 


The second impression is that in 


the large towns, in Berlin, for in- 
stance, the Germans spend recklessly 
ill that they earn, or all that they 
have. " In conversations' the one re- 
frain is: 
'Geld apielt keine 
Rolle. 


Money doesn't count.' 


"They explain to you that with 10,,- 


marks they can buy a costume today 
which perhaps they don't really need 
3ut very soon the mark will have fall- 
en and that then they would have to 
pay 15,000 marks for It. 
Then it is 


certainly wiser not to wait until the 
money is worth nothing at all. 


"But no matter how reckless they 


are they can scarcely buy a quarter at 
ruinous prices of what they bought 
formerly by economizing. And Indus 
trial enterprises, which only export 
ittle, see the home markets almost 
closed to their products. 


"It is not because the industrials 


and agriculturists produce much that 
they make enormous profits, but be 
cause in a country where the dollar 
is worth today nearly 350 marks, thej 
sell their products at world prices th 
same as would be paid in / France 
America or England.

"Providing of adequate educational 


facilities and solving of the bridge lo- 
cation problem are unquestionably the 
city's greatest needs," says J. D. 
Steele, 
president of 
Pettibone-P-sa- 


body company, "but from a commer- 
cial development standpoint. I would 
say that we lack a great central mar 
ket for food products such as will be 
found in almost every important trad- 
ing city. 


"There ie a stretch of almost eix 


blocks right in our most important 
business section, where no grocery or 
produce store is to be found: This is 
rather unusual, for most cities have 
at least one big stor-s of this kind to 
attract shoppeifs. 
It is an incon- 


venience to the shopper, in a way, 
because all other purchases may be 
made within a small radius, but the 
person must walk several blocks to 
the nearest grocery store. 


"I am of the opinion that the're is 


some enterprising grocer in Appleton 
who has reached his maximum busi- 
ness capacity in one of the outlying 
stores and who is ready to embark on 
something bigger. I would like to see 


such a man obtain a location on Col- 
lege-are, in the busiest section, or 
within about 150 feet of the avsnue 
at this busy point. Hit store ought 
to be conducted on a big scale so there 
will be a wide variety of foodstuffs 
and a large stock of fresh meats, 
.vegetables, frulta and other produce. 
In a city like Appleton, not 100 miles 
from here, there is a merchant who 
does a business of more than a mil 
lion dollars each year in these linss. 
Such an institution operating in Ap 
pleton on this large scale perhaps 
may be able to offer foodstuffs cheap- 
er. Even if this is not the case, his 
sen-ice is worth while in providing 
fresher goods, or goods of wider 
variety. 


"If this could not be accomplished, 


it would be a good thing for Appie- 
ton if there were a city market place 
to which farmers could bring their 
produce and offer it to the consumer. 
The city would benefit by a system 
which would provide for the sale of 
vegetables and other products direct 
from the farm to the housewife. I 
hav* seen this conducted on a huge 
scale in manv cities.

If your present house maid leaves 


you, you may get another right away 
and you may not.

Womans club where a card index of 
positions and applicants is kept, the 
supply and demand for domestic help 
fluxuates for no apparent 
reason. 


Sometimes, there are four or five com- 
petent girls without positions 
and 


again there are four or five women 
who are clamouring for help and can 
find no one. When the reporter in- 
quired, about the situation, there were 
six positions open and not a trained 
girl to fill them. 


Domestic help in Appleton is be- 


ing paid all the way from $6 to $12 a 
week, and the amount of work re- 
quired by the girls is ,as varied as 
the families.

that the girls do all the work from 


washing and ironing to the cooking 
and serving 
of 
meals. 
When it 


comes to washing without a machine 
most girls refuse, while many are will 
ing to do the extra work if they have 
proper equipment, consisting of elec 
trie washing and ironing appliances 
Some women do not require the girls 
to do all the cooking, while others 
never want to see the inside of their 
own kitchens. 


Time off varies with the 
families 


and with the girls. 
No set rule for 


amount of work can be applied to th 
situation, thus the variance in wages 
The number of girls who do domestic 
work is about the same as before the 
war, since the work has an appeal for 
a certain type of girl.

mand is for trained girls who will as 
sume the running of the house read 
ily.
